There is ne branch of literature more difficult 
than composition for children. It is true, indeed, 
that of juvenile books there is no end, the general 
impression apparently being that any work com- 
posed of small words, small ideas, and « large 
moral, is adapted for the edification of children. 
On the contrary, none are so shy as the little 
people of a too obtrusive moral, none so quick to 
resent an anvecessary dilution of ideas. Chil- 
dreo are men and women of a smaller growth, 
and no factitious representations of life, with 
either all the good or all the bad omitted,--no 
talse moral system of inevitably punished juve- 
nile depravity, and ever-rewarded virtue; in 
short, no system of edification whose founda- 
tions are pot as broad as human nature, will 
reach their sympathies or satisfy their needs. 

We believe that im writing for children, the 
authors, or, as we feel impelled to say, the eu- 
ther, of Carl Krinken, etc., has found ber true 
vocation; she approaches them in manifest 
good faith and integrity of purpose, ber words 
are tender, but not morbidly sentimental ; her 
morality is high, but not inaccessible, ber reli- 
gion is fervent, bat sot fanatical. Her little 
Carl Krinken does not belong to the race of un- 
naturally theological infants, whe inbabit po 
part of the universe except the sectarian tracts;

Tle now keeps but three cows and one berse 
the year ronad, and pastures twe cows catia 
through the summe~, sells very litthe hay-—not 
halt enough te keep another cow; he has the 
same amvuuete! pasture and mowing as whoa 
he kept the furty sheep in addition to the other 
stock, and yet Mis farm does not look near as 
well as thea. He used to raise turzips among 
the corn tor his sheep to eat io winter, aed gave 
them besides, & fow bushels of grain.

Another larmer fur a great number of years 
kept about sixty sheep, eight or nine cows, (or 
ether stock equal.) one pair of oxen and one 
horse.

they had improved the farm to furnish their own 
To stock « tarm entirely with sheep 
would pot be so profitable as to keep « limited 
sumber—get it would pay as well as other 
mock.
